A plan for increasing the city’s rev- 
enues by approximately %60,000 an- 
nually has been presented to the City 
Council ‘by the Municipal Efficiency 
Commission. This ig to be brought 
about by making the idle money of 
the city earn interest; but an amend- 


handiing of municipal funds ia neces- 
sary before this can be put into ef- 
fect. 

The commission yesterday laid be- 
fore the Council a statement on the 
plan pfoposed, and urged that the 
Council instruct the City Attorney to 
prepare an amendment so that prac- 
tieally the same terms can be applied 


te the placing of municipal funds as 
govern the State deposi The com- 
mission recommends that when the 
draft ie completed, representatives of 
the Los Angeles banks, the City 
Treasurer and the City Auditor be 
ealied inte conference with the Coun- 
cli to discuss any modifications they 
may deem necessary, and that t 
Counct! then take steps to secure the 


——— of the amendment by the 
islature. 
“The result of such an amend- 


ment,” says the communication. “will 
undoubtedly be to the mutual advan- 
tage of the banks and of the city, for 
under it a plan can readily be worked 
out which will put Into circulation a 

amount of money which is now 
held. inactive im the city treasury. 
Such a plan will react favorably upon 
the financial condition of the com- 


e@ditional revenue to the city of not 
less than $60,000." 

In discussing the subject, the com- 
mission says that it ise clear that un- 
der existing jegal restrictions the City 
Treasurer could not put into effect 
the administrative changes which 
would be necesagary to bring about the 
desired result. The rate fixed under 
the law for municipal funds depos- 
ited in banks, whether for a long or 
Short term, is 2 per cent.. whereas 3 
per cent. could be secured where the 
banks might be assured of the sta- 
bility of the deposit for a long period. 

Several of the city banks that have 
refused city deposite at 2 per cent. 
are now carrying State deposits at 2% 

cent. The desirability of deposits 

the city treasury, under present 

conditions, is so slight, says the com- 

mission, that the $3,500.000 now on 

Geposit is scattered among eighty- 

eight banks, from San Francisco to 
the Imperial Valley.

THREE MEN APPOINTED.

The legislation particularly desired 
has to do with paving the way for the 
distribution of aqueduct waters on San 
Pernando Valley lands. It is pro- 
posed to secure changes that wil! al- 
low the creation of “water works dis- 
tricts,” provide for the city selling the 
bonds of such districts, and allow the 
city to annex the territory within such 
districts. 


It la probable that the city’s lobby- 
iste will aleo work for several other 
billa, among them being one for the 
change in method by which city funds 
may be deposited in banks: one for 
the care by the county of flood waters 
falling on county lands, but running 
into city territory, and another for 
the use of county funds in construc- 
tion of bridges or viaducts within the 
city.
